TURKS ON TIGRIS 
QUIT IN DROVES.

LONDON, Feb. 15.—The British 
“Official Eyewitness” with the Brit- 
ish forces in Mesopotamia writes: 

“Turkish gunners turned their 
Weapons on their own infantry in 
an effort to prevent surrender en 
masse during the British offensive 
in the middle of February, which 
resulted in clearing the Turks from 
the Dahra Loop of the Tigris. More 
than 2000 Turks surrendered in a 
drive which began early in the 
morning. 

“After a bombardment our infan-

At the present time the movement 
of cars eastward runs to almost 
400 a day. All shipping reccrds have 
been broken during’ the past two 
months owing to excellent crop con- 
ditions both in the citrus and in the 
vegetable industry. Only the best of 
conditions in the railroai world 
would have permitted the handling 
of the tremendous California crop 
during the next few weeks without 
some difficulties and possible delays 
and losses

First Step for Reclamation of 
Bottom Lands is Taken by Party 
of Park and Police Offictals. 
Prisoners from Jail wil) be Put 
to Work on Land. 


With the purpose of choosing a 
Place for the planting of at least fif- 
teen acres of potatoes,. a tour of 
Griffith Park was made yesterday by 
a party of city officials interested 
in the project. The party was com- 
posed of Capt. S. P. Hensley of the 
East Side division of the Police de- 


partment, Park Commissioner 
Braunton and Park Superintendent

A portion of the river bottom at 
the southwest end of the park was 
chosen by the officials as the site of 
the potato ranch.

So we may not, amid the cares and toils 
of daily life, always see the intelligence, 
the patriotism, the wisdom and the power 
of the American people, yet we know, with 
an instinct that laughs to scorn the futile 
threats of malcontents and traitors, that 


heart-throb of many millions, and that, if 
and whenever the exigency arises, they will 
exhibit themselves in majesty, in loyalty 
and in power. 


HE DESTINY OF EUROPE. 

Till the clock struck 3 on the afternoon 
of March 15, 1917, Europe contained two 
practically absolute monarchs — Wilhelm. 
Kaiser of Germany, and Nicholas, Czar of all 
the Russias. These two men were political 
ly powerful enough by joint and concerted 
action to decide the future of a whole con- 
tinent, to dispose of millions upon millions 
of human lives and fortunes. 

When, fifteen hours later, the dawn broke 
on a newly-organized Russian Empire, that 
possibility had passed away. Only one relic 
remained of the era that sponsored the di- 
vine right of kings, the still powerful Ger- 
man Emperor, a man of dominant per- 


| sonality, but unable single-handed to dic- 


tate the future destiny of the European 
continent. It is safe to say he will never 
abdicate his crown as supinely as did his 


have fought and won—or committed su- 
cide. 

But he will never now rule Europe. The 
deposition of Czar Nicholas, the enthrone 
ment of the Russian people, tolls the knell 
of European absolutism; it brings a chime 
of freedom from the belfry of Liberty not 
for the Slav alone. United to uphold autoc- 
racy, Russia and Germany could have 
checked the democratic tide. All chance 
for that union is past. Through the action 
of the Duma, backed by the army of the 
Russian people, the last arrogant claims of 
the Romanoff and Hohenzollern dynasties 
have been broken in pieces like a potter's 
vessel. Petrograd’s streets are red with 
blood, and the Kaiser was warned in the 
Prussian Diet yesterday that his turn is 
coming. The portents are plainly seen. 

For all the conflicting political and terri- 
toria] ambitions of the Slav and the Teu- 
ton, from which the great world crime was 
foisted on humanity, one tie still held the 
Romanoffs and Hohenzollerns in a half- 
antagonistic union; a common fear that the 
war might end not in a victory for either 
monarchy, but in a triumph for the common 
people of both countries. | 

It has been hinted often enough, in ex- 
planation of the devious policies pursued 
by the Russian government in prosecuting 
the war, that the Czar anticipated a com- 
plete victory over the Kaiser’s troops with 
almost as dread misgivings as a final de- 
feat of his own. 

The fight was primarily for German or 
Slav supremacy in the Near Hast. To gain 
control of the Balkan states and the sover- 
eignty of Constantinople the Czar was will- 
ing to turn loose the dogs of war on his 
brother monarch in Berlin. But that was 
not all. The fight also entailed a clash be- 
tween the will of the people and the desires 
of the bureaucrats in his own dominions. 
What he hoped for he has been unable 
to accomplish; what he dreaded has come 
to pass. The clash at home has taken 
place and the will of the people has tri- 
umphed. 

So on March 15 the first decisive victory 
in the great European war was won. From 
that date onward the destiny of Europe 
advances with her hopes for final demo 
cratic freedom. For the first time in Rus- 
sia those who toll and spin and fight and 
suffer and pay the bills have learned that 
Dower springs from them alone and not 
from one heaven-appointed family. 

Since the reign of terror and blood and 
fury that ushered in the first French revo- 
jution, a revolution whose horrors defeated 
their own end, the doctrine of equal human 
richts has worked silently, slowly, unceas- 
ingly among the peoples of the Old World. 
Its last expression, found in the almost 
bloodless revolution in Petrograd, proves 
how much stronger that spirit has grown. 
Perhaps to hasten the dawn of the new 
civilization this last awful war has been

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effect as easily. On a complete victory in 
the present war the future of the Hohen- 
zollerns is dependent. That complete vic- 
tory is already a thing of the past. The 
revolt in Russia has given that future its 
coup de grace. 

When the present Crown Prince of Ger 
many comes by divine right to claim the 
throne vacated by his father, the people 
will not forget that 15th day of March. 
The Crown Prince has not, and never will 


have, the hold on the sympathies of his 


people that the Kaiser has been able to 
maintain unbroken. 


Prometheus is unbound. The hand that 
forged the sword can no longer direct it. 
Rulers and monarchs armed Europe to fur- 
ther their own ambitions, but that is not 
to be the real outcome of the present strife. 
Through blood and destruction, through 
suffering, nakedness and starvation. through 
outrage and murder and the slaughter of 
her innocents Europe fights upward to ful- 
fill her higher destiny, that in the Old 
World, as in the New, “government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people 
shall not perish from the earth.” 

The war in Europe enters on its last 
phase. Russia has opened the volume 
wherein shall be written the first chapter 
of the book of the new civilization. The 
Czar is dethroned—kingship is dying—long 
live the people!
